TAX RETURN STUDIED

“ WASHINGTON, Nov. 2— The 
income tex returns of Theron 
Lamar Caudle, assistant United 
States attorney general, are being 


studied by a House subcommittee 
investigating tax irregularities, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

The subcommittee, which heard 
Caudle at a closed-door session 
this afternoon, the second in two 
days, has had the assistanf attor- 
ney general under investigation 
for several months, it was also 
learned.

Caudle’s approval. Caudle also 
admitted to the Post-Dispatch he 
made an “expenses paid” trip to 
Italy in the interest of the owners 
of a New Jersey champagne firm 
and that he received a $2000 
“loan” for which he signed no

The Navy has always had the con- 
cept of the fleet in being which 
must be large enough to fight a 
war. This concept has resulted 
fin the superior readiness for war 
of the Navy. The same idea must 
now be applied to the Air Force. 
Jt will be expensive, but unless 
it is accepted, we shall enter any 
future war with air inferiority 
and with all the disastérs that 
could result even to the chéck- 
mating of our atomic strategy. 

Limitations of Air ‘Action. 

We entered the Korean war 
confident “that our superiority 
would quickly stop the aggressor’s 
advance on the grourd. Such 
hopes were not entertained by the 
Air Force, which understood the 
limitations of air action, but most 
people, assured by propagandists 
of the magic of air power, were 
disappointed and shocked by what 
seemed to them the failure of the 
air battle. 

It was not failure. Without the 
air flown in from all over the 
world we should have been 

ushed out of Korea instead of 

lding the Pusan beachhead. But 
the possibilities of air action 
against ground forces are limited. 
They can be understood more 
easily if compared to artillery. In 
a thousand sorties, all the air we 
have in Korea cannot drop as 
many bombs as an artillery bat- 
talion can fire shells in 24 hours. 

Soldiers five under artillery 
fire and they can live under 
bombing, even better under 
bombing since artillery is much 
more accurate. When there is 
adequate artillery support, it is 
much more effective within its 
range than air bombing or straf- 
ing. Air action is more valuable 
beyond the range of artillery in 
interdicting enemy troop and sup- 
ply movement toward the battle- 
field and in destroying the enemy 
war facilities. 

Air Support Overrated. 

Close air support of troops has 
been greatly overrated. It is war- 
ranted only under exceptional 
circumstances, as in emergencies 
when sufficient artillery is not at

RADIO TO BLOT OUT 
U.S, BERLIN STATION 


| BERLIN, Nov. 2 (AP) — The 
Communists are building a power- 
ful new radio station in East 
‘Berlin in a desperate effort to 
‘plot out western radio voices, in- 
formed sources said today. 

After months of secrecy, de- 
tails of the project have filtered 
through German channels into 
West Berlin. 

Technicians report: 

German workmen, under Rus- 
sian expert guidance, are erecting 
‘the giant sender to strike back 
‘at the Voice of America, Radio 
Free Europe and RIAS (Radio in 
American sector). 

The station will have a power 
of 300 kilowatts, six times the 
average of American stations in 
the United States and three times 
stronger than RIAS, which broad- 
casts from a point less than 10 
miles away. It will be the most 
powerful station in all. Europe, 
except for radio Moscow.

Reversal for Ellen Knanff? 


Has the Board of- Immigration Appeals re- 


- versed earlier decisions and now recommended 


in favor of admitting Mrs. Ellen Knauff, Ger- 
man war bride, to the United States? 

We do not know the answer for a certainty 
but Congressman Francis’ FE. Walter, Pennsyl- 
vania Democrat, says “Yes.” And.Mr. Walter has 
followed closely this. case from its early days. 
Moreover, Mr. Walter’s information sources on 
matters pertaining to immigration are excellent 
since he is the author of much. ofthe legislation 
over the last 18 years dealing: with immigration. 


If the Appeals Board has reversed. the quick 


adverse judgment of. the first ‘immigratfon 
board, it means that Attorney General McGrath 


‘is now in a position to settle this case once and 


for all—and on the side of humanity. If means 
that he has the basis for ruling that this wife of 
a former American GI is not the “security risk” 
she once was said to be and that her admission 
will not jeopardize the country. ~' 

The Post-Dispatch has never known in detail 
the case against Mrs. Knauff. It was not explained 
in the lower courts and the decision in the Su- 
preme Court dealt only with the power of the 
Attorney General to exclude her. The hearing 
held belatedly this year purported to present the 
Immigration Service’s reasons for keeping her 
out, but the testimony against her certainly was 
not heavily persuasive. When the witnesses had 
‘finished, it was more than possible to hold reser- 
vations as to full credibility. 

The board which conducted the hearing per- 
mitted no examination.of these witnesses by 
Mrs. Knauff’s lawyer. Also it handed down its 
ruling. almost as soon as the hearing was con- 
cluded. It did not even take the evidence under 
advisement overnight, In view of all the time 
‘which had passed, the board might have invested 
at least one more day in the appearance of doing 
justice before it announced its decision. 

That was last March. Mrs. Knauff carried the 
adverse ruling to the Appeals Board, and it is 
the latter board which Congressman Walter says 
has now decided in favor of admitting her. 

So the issue is squarely before Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath .who once made the strange pro- 
posal to Mrs. Knauff that he would “parole” her 
to her husband while Kurt Knauff was on leave 
in the United States if she would go back a 
Germany and not apply for a year! 

Ellen Knauff is now in her fourth year at 
Ellis Island. She has been permitted to leave it a 
few times—for court appearance, under sum- 
mons to the House hearing which Congressman 
Walter arranged and to visit her husband's rela- 
tives in Kansas. But for.more than three years 
Ellis Island has been her home. 

That is far too long and it is a reproach to the 
United States that an immigration proceeding 
could be so long-drawn-out and inconclusive. 
If, as.the veteran Pennsylvania Congressman’ 
says, “no impartial person or board could hear 
the testimony and arrive at any other conclu- 
sion than to admit her,” it is high time to settle 
this case. =:

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Five on the Spot 


That was a truly awkward question which 
State Senator Rozier, Perryville Republican, put 
to five St. Louis Democratic Senators as to con- 
gressionai redistricting. 

» Senator Rozier asked Senators Webbe, Hils- 
man, Hogan, Hess and Pentland whether they 
were satisfied to have only three of Missouri's 
11 new congressional districts In the St. Louis 
area. Any fair plan would give the urban area 
and some adjacent counties four Congressmen. 
But the Legislature’s- bills would allow only 
three, for the bills are chiefly concerned with 


creating “safe” districts for the Democrats. 


Did the five St. Louis Senators, then, prefer 
fairness for St. Louis voters or safety for their 
party? Their answer was a graceless dodge. They 
preferred, so they said, four urban districts, but 
would “go along” with the majority (meaning 
their party) if four were impossible. 

Yes, Senator Rozier, put thém on the spot. At 
last report they were still there. 
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Britain’s University Seats 

Because the Conservative majority is so small, 
Mr. Churchill’s cabinet may quietly forget one 
of its campaign promises. This was to restore the 
12 university seats in Parliament which the 
Labor Government abolished in 1948. 

If the seats were restored, most of them 
would probably go Conservative, and thus bol- 
ster Mr, Churchill's majority. But to bolster his 
lead by such @ palpably undemocratic method 
might be politically unwise, and so some London 
observers believe that the Conservatives will re- 
sist the temptation. 

British public life is full of quaint anachro- 


. .nisms, many of which do no harm. The univer- 


sity seats, however, had little to be said for 
them. They originated in 1603, when King James 
I granted Oxford and Cambridge the: right to 
send two members each to the House of Com- 
mons, Other universities later claimed the same 
privilege. 

Essentially, that privilege was a survival of 
the days when the British Parliament repre- 
sented a landed aristocracy rather than the peo- 
ple at large. It was of a piece with the House 
of Lords, which maintained its hereditary power 
to share in the legislative process until Lloyd 
George broke it early in this eentury. 

The university seats gave a minority of the 
electorate—those citizens who’ had been gradu- 
_ ated from one of the universities—two voices in 
the House of Commons. Each graduate could 
vote once for a member of Parliament to repre- 
sent his home district, and once for a member 
to represent his university. 

In a modern democracy there is no good rea- 
son why a university graduate should be over- 
represented just because he has an academic 
degree,.and so when the Labor Government 
abolished the university seats it was following 
the British tradition of gradual progress toward 
more effective democracy. The Conservatives 
would make a mistake if they sought to turn the 
clock back.

» Only the negotiators sitting at the table in 
Panmunjom can estimate how seriously the Com- 
munists mean it when they say they will not 
accept a line which places Kaesong in U.N. 
hands. But if the U.N. command decides to make 
a concession on Kaesong, in return for conces- 
sions: which the Communists have made else- 
where, it should be able to justify its decision, 
During the tedious months of truce talks a 
tendency has grown up to regard Kaesong as a 


no-man’s ‘land position which the Communists — 


seized after it was neutralized for the talks. This 
is not quite the case. Dispatches from the front, 
from Tokyo and from Washington at the time 
the talks began last July made it clear that Kae- 
song was regarded then as a Communist-con- 
trolled town. The official view then was, in fact, 
that the Communists had chosen Kaesong for 
the talks precisely because they did control it. 

A cease-fire line below Kaesong, then, could 
hardly be regarded as one which yielded invalu- 
able ground to the Communists. If U.N. posses- 
sion of Kaesong was not essential to the defense 
of Seoul last July, there is no apparent reason 
to consider it essential now. 

The truce talks have produced so many disap- 
pointments that false hopes will be avoided. It 
is worth remembering that even an agreement on 
the cease-fire line itself would not remove the 
last obstacle to a truce. Agreements must also 
be reached on methods of supervising the armi- 
stice, on exchange of prisoners, and on recom- 
mendations ‘to. governments for the ultimate 
withdrawal of troops. Any one of these subjects 
might prove as sticky as the location of the 
cease-fire line.

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Why Tito Gets Help 


Since Marshal ‘Tito has not been invited to 
join: the Atlantic pact, his announcement that 
he will co-operate but not join comes under the 
heading of unnecessary remarks. Evidently he 
made the statement, in the largest press confer- 


ence he has yet held, to emphasize the Yugoslav . 


view of the military aid agreement which is soon 
to be signed with the United States. 

Tito says there is no question of “mutual aid.” 
In other words, the agreement which will pro- 
vide stepped-up deliveries of American arms and 
up to $40,000,000 in economic aid is to be re- 
garded as a one-way street so far as any Yugo- 
slav commitment to aid the Atlantic powers mili- 
tarily is concerned. 

At the same time, however, Tito makes it 
clear that the West can expect a quid pro quo 
in some other form. He holds out hope for an 
improvement in relations with Italy and Greece. 
He wants “normalization” of relations with the 
Vatican because the present- situation cannot 
have “positive results.” He promises direct talks 
with Italy on the problem of Trieste. 

If Tito makes good on these promises, he will 
have improved Yugoslavia’s Western relations 
immensely and helped create a better political 
atmosphere for Western aid to his government. 
This is in the interest of both sides and it is 
enough of a quid pro quo to justify Western aid. 
For the object of that aid is not to make Tito a 
full-fledged partner of the West, nor to express 
approval of his special brand of Communist dic- 
tatorship, nor to induce him to stop being a 
Communist. It is to express the fact that Yugo- 
slavia’s interests and the "West's interests, under 
present conditions, happen to coincide. 

-The West has an interest in stopping the ex- 
pansion of the Kremlin’s power through the 
manipulation of Communist puppet governments. 
Tito’s Yugoslavia, Communist but no puppet, 
must resist Kremlin pressure to survive. Here 
is a working partnership, not of ideological iden- 
tity or friendship, but ot common interests.

Eight months before the nominating con- 
vention in Chicago next June, Senator Taft 
stands as the only avowed Republican can- 
didate for the presidency. It would be 
absurd to pretend that all the Republican 
leaders in all the states are clamoring for 
him, but most of them are well disposed 
toward him. 

For many months, now, the “me-too” 
element in the party has been beating the 
bushes in vain for someone to champion 
their cause. Things were very different 
before the conventions of 1940, 1944, 
and 1948. In those 
years there was no 
lack of New Deal 
Republicans who be- 
lieved—correctly, it 
must be said—that 
they could defeat a 
real Republican for 
the nomination. 

It took a lot of. bit- 
ter experience to 
prove to the party 
leaders that a “me- 
tee? Senadtbate Senator Taft 
couldn’t win, but today the very absence 
of New Deal Republican aspirants is an 
evidence that the lesson has been learned. 

There is encouragement, also, in the 
fact that the Republican party seems to 
have run out of glamour boys, or, perhaps 
more accurately, that the glamour boys in 
the party don’t think this is their year. 
This is also the fruit of experience. Indi- 


ana’s barefoot boy and New ‘York's toy 
Governor grew less enchanting day by day 


as their campaigns proceeded. The search 
this year is for a candidate who will wear 


well, id Mr. Taft meets that specification. 


Mr. Taft’s great strength as a candidate 
is the fact that he thinks and acts as little 
like Mr. Truman as is possible. Mr. Taft 
understands and reveres the Constitution. 
Mr. Taft has studied the history of his 
country. Mr. Taft has an intimate know!l- 
edge of the operations of the Government. 


Mr.. Taft is honest. Mr. Taft knows 
what causes inflation. And Mr. Taft re- 
spects the American people sufficiently 
to appeal to their common sense rather 
than to their passions. We haven’t had 
such a candidate in either party since 1932 
and the change will be welcome. 


If Mr. Taft wins the nomination, we are 


- going to see a real campaign in which 


the Republican candidate, at least, will 
present the issues and discuss them in a 
fashion to win votes by persuasion. Mr. 
Taft doesn’t know how to play the politi- 
cal charlatan. His speeches will be his 
own and they will be hard hitting and de- 
void of flamboyant nonsense and appeals 
to prejudice and envy. They will be de- 
signed not to draw cheers but to draw 
listeners. 

This country hasn’t seen such a cam- 
paign in a long time. It is the only kind 
of campaign which offers the Republican 
party the substantial hope of victory. 
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In convicting Charles E. Davis of “polit- 
ieal espionage,” a Swiss federal court in 
effect brought in a verdict of guilty 
against United States Senator Joseph 
McCarthy. It reached much the same 
conejusion conce the Senator as that 
reached a year ago a Senate subcom- 
mittee—that he had perpetrated a fraud 
and a hoax.

For it involved a delib- 
erate forgery in an attempt to destroy the 
reputation of the United States Minister 
to Switzerland, John Carter Vincent.

‘CHARGE AGAINST ICC 


Carriers Accused Agency of 
Interfering With Compe- 
tition Truckers. 


é CHICAGO, Nov. 2 (UP)—A 
three-judge federal court today 
dismissed a complaint by two 
railroads which charged that the 
Interstate Commerce Commissi6n 
interfered with their efforts to 
compete with trucking firms in 
the shipment of new automobiles. 

The complaint, filed by the Il- 
linois Central and the Southern 
Railway, charged that the ICC 
acted “arbitrarily” in setting rates 
for such shipments and deprived 
the roads the right to adjust 
their rates to meet competition. 

The decision was issued by 
United States Circuit Judge Wal- 
ter C. Lindley and United States 
District Judges John P.: Barnes 
and J. Sam Perry. 

They ruled that the ICC rate- 


setting order was within the 
scope of the statute under which 
the agency operates. They said 
‘the ICC order was issued after 
introduction of sufficient evi-' 
dence, and added that “we may 
not set it aside even though wé 
may have decided otherwise 
originally.” 

The complaint named as de- 
fendants with the ICC the auto- 
mobile’ companies of Chrysler, 
Hudson, Packard, Nash-Kelvina- 
tor, Studebaker - and Willis- 
Overland.

- In “THE WELL,” opening tonight at the ST. LOUIS, you 
“get two packages for the price of one—a problem drama 
analyzing the blind, elemental passions which foment race 
viglence and a suspense story about the rescue 

of a little girl who has fallen into an aban- 
doned well, reealling the Kathy Fiscus case 

in California in 149. 

The child, a Negro, falls down the weil to 
open the story. A white man, a visitor in. 
town, has been seen buying her flowers and 

_ helpifg her across a street, so it is imme- 
- diately suspected he murdered her. He holds 
up under the grilling of the sheriff. But the Negroes in 
town indignantly charge he is being let off because he is 
white, and if the races were reversed, he would have been 
Aynched out of hand. They start a scuffle which spreads into 

fights, bloody gang attacks and arson, which mushroom in a 
few hours into preparations for a full-sized race riot. Then 
the child is discovered in the well and both races, ashamed 
“of themselves, pitch in to get her out. The contractor and 
his foreman who were leading the white rioters, and. the 
embittered suspect, who happens to be a miner, lend their 
knowledge and equipment to lead the rescue. 

The film is tautly made, is stark and gripping and full 
of punch. Some of its aspects don’t stand up under inspec- 
tion, however. It’s pretty hard to believe in a town which 
had no previous racial trouble or large influx of Negroes, 
‘that, without the inflaming discovery of a body, widespread 
violence would flare up so suddenly, And the sudden re- 
versal of the feelings of everyone concerned is also hard to 
swallow in toto. It isn’t explained why, instead of going 
through elaborate drilling operations, the rescuers simply 
couldn’t have lowered another child on.a rope into the well 
‘to tie a rope around the little girl, although of course there 
must have been a reason. And, the ending has more than a 
Zouch of hokum, well-executed though it is. Richard Robert, 
plays the sheriff and Henry Morgan the suspect to head .a 


gompetent cast.

LACKLAND AIR FORCE BASE, 
SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 2 (AP) 
HE “ma’am” part of the Air 
T Force means business. The 
1000 enlisted WAFs taking 
their eight weeks of basic train- 
ing at Lackland Air Base south- 
west of San Antonio are mighty 
proud of what they can do. 

As a matter of fact, they took 
a dim view of my trying to march 
with them—might spoil their ap- 
pearance. 

So I got up—fell out, I mean— 
at 4 a.m. and stood by while they 
showed how it should be done. 

You must leave the barracks 
ready at any time for white glove 
inspection. Bed made so tight you 
can bounce a dime on it. Then 
it’s a dash outside for morning 
reveille in the gray of the morn- 
ing. 

The workaday uniform of an 

d WAF is a brown and 
white seersucker dress, a tan 
pith helmet for the hot Texas 
sun, olive bobby socks and high- 
topped brown shoes. 

“All present and accounted for, 
ma’am,” somebody told the flight 
chief. The flight chief—the air- 
man in charge of snapping a 
bunch of teen-agers into military 
precision — wears white gloves 
with her uniform. 

It took only about two minutes 
of hup, two, three, four toward 
the mess hall to find owt that 
those high-topped shoes, known 
as “Li'l Abners’ hereabouts, are 
the thing to wear around here.

But woe to the WAF who’s 
been here eight weeks and hasn't 
learned those fundamentals.

“airmen.” Down here they’re 
not girls, not airwomen, not fe- 
male airmen; they’re just plain

airman. Finally—‘“I don’t know, 
Ma’am, but I will endeavor to find 
out.” ‘ 

The airmen in trousers tell me 
that the officers in skirts are 
much tougher in inspection. 

I believe them. How much 
stricter can you get when you 
write down on a clipboard that 
one airman wore her stocking 
seams on the outside when regu- 
lations say they should be worn 
on the inside? That they are 
straight is taken for granted.

For the rest of the day we 
went to a class in leadership, 
took a guided tour through a 
C-99 airplane, went to the medical 
building for typhoid shots; met 
the chaplain, went to a class on 
personal appearance, went to an 
exhibit of clay models showing 
the different kinds of work open 
to an airman, went to a class on 
citizenship and another on math. 


In between times the airmen 
march to cl with the guiding 
white-gloved hand of their flight 
chief.

The 46 ladies of the first Offi- 
cers Training School of the Wom- 
en’s Air Force, are “ladies” be- 
cause they already have their 
commissions...

These OTS ladies were directly 
commissioned from civilian life 
as first or second lieutenants and 
then brought to Lackland for 
eight weeks of training to find 
out what military life is all about.

be lazy; you must think and you 
must conduct yourself like a lady. 


The only drill was in the after- 
noon at the class for voice and 
command. That’s where we prac- 
ticed on each other saying, “To 
the rear, ma-harch!” About one- 
third of the ladies were from the 
South, and that command in the 
second week of training was still 
coming out: “To the reah, ma-ach.” 
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"OH... WE REALLY DIDN'T MAKE THAT SCORE, WE JUST PUT IT
